League of Friends give welcome 
boost to hospital refurbishment

REFURBISHMENT plans for Crewkerne Community Hos¬ 
pital received a major boost this week when the League of 
Friends announced it had agreed to fund the £140,000 
works to the rehabilitation department. 

Currently, hospital inpatients can sometimes find them¬ 
selves sitting next to outpatients when they access the hos¬ 
pital’s rehabilitation services. The refurbishment will create 
a separate rehabilitation space for inpatients, so that they 
can concentrate on their care rather than worry about who 
may see them in their hospital clothes. 

Outpatients will have their own entrance to the unit, sep¬ 
arate to the inpatient unit but next door so staff can still ac¬ 
cess both as easily as before. 

Chief Executive of Somerset Partnership NHS Foundation 
Trust, Edward Colgan, thanked Crewkerne League of 
Friends. 

He said: “This is wonderful news for our patients. Sepa¬ 
rating the inpatient and outpatient rehabilitation services 
will given patients more privacy and greatly improve the 
comfort and dignity of patients at Crewkerne Community 
Hospital. 

“I want to pay tribute to the League of Friends who raised 
these funds, and to thank the local community who gave so 
generously to this good cause. This money means we can 
fast-track the building works for the benefit of our patients. 

“The works, scheduled to commence shortly, are planned 
to finish by Christmas. Patients will be seen in nearby Chard 
Community Hospital or South Petherton while the works 
are underway.” 

Ron Bond, chairman of the Crewkerne League of Friends, 
added: “We are delighted with the plans and are pleased to 
say that through the generosity of our many supporters, who 
have made bequests, donations and gifts, we are able to 
fund this project in its entirety. This will create much 
needed and improved facilities and safeguard the future of 
the Hospital. 

“We have pledged £140,000 to fund this project. This has 
not prevented us from continuing to provide much needed 
equipment to the Hospital and during this year we have 
spent almost £18,000 on items ranging from special mat¬ 
tresses to toys to keep younger visitors to the Hospital 
amused. We have also been 
able to make donations of 
more than £6,000 to local

The 111 service has been 
operating well in Somerset. 
Since launching in Febru¬ 
ary 2013 it has received 
over 44,000 calls, 99 per 
cent of which are now 
being answered within the 
60 second national stan¬ 
dard. 

The new 111 number is 
for members of the public 
to call with urgent but not 
life-threatening symptoms. 
It is also the number peo¬ 
ple in Somerset should call 
for urgent health advice or 
support should they be¬ 
come ill after their GP sur¬ 
gery has closed or at 
weekends or Bank Holi¬ 
days. 

Commenting on this 
week's withdrawal an¬ 
nouncement by NHS Di¬ 
rect, Dr Ed Ford, Somerset 
Clinical Commissioning 
Group's GP lead for 111, 
said: "I would like to reas¬ 
sure the people of Somer¬ 
set that despite NHS Direct 
announcing that contrac¬ 
tual difficulties have forced 
it to withdraw from provid¬ 
ing the 111 service to Som¬ 
erset and nine other areas 
of England, the 111 service 
in Somerset is continuing 
to operate as normally. 

"As an interim measure 
we are holding talks with 
the South Western Ambu¬ 
lance Services NHS Foun¬ 
dation Trust with a view to 
ensuring the 111 service in 
Somerset continues to de¬ 
liver a safe and prompt 


service. 

"In the coming months 
Somerset Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group will be 
preparing to go out to ten¬ 
der again to secure a new 
provider of its 111 service." 


Long-standing Chard 
business to close doors 

ONE of Chard's oldest and most respected busi¬ 
nesses will be shutting its doors for the last time at 
the end of August. 

Owner Sam Beech has reluctantly taken the de¬ 
cision to close Holyrood Street menswear outfitters 
Harrimans due to a decline in trade. 

A tailors shop has operated from the site for 103 
years. Sam started as a "Saturday girl"at Harrimans 
30 years ago and became a partner in the business 
in the mid-1990s, taking sole ownership in 2010 
when Jack Harriman, son the founder, died aged 
87. 

Sam will now concentrate on the Harriman's shop 
in Silver Street, llminster, which has been running 
for around 50 years, and will offer Chard shop cus¬ 
tomers a loyalty scheme to retain their business. 

llminster by-election result 

A KEY person in the setting up of the Community 
Justice Panel in Somerset has won a seat on llmin¬ 
ster Town Council. 

Last week's by-election to fill the vacancy caused 
by the death of Councillor Paul Whaites was won 
byVal Keitch, of Heron Way, llminster. 

She polled 314 votes, eight more than John 
Fagan with Don Kinder in third place on 196 votes 
and fourth placed Chris Stuckey (138 votes). 

Val Keitch was made redundant from her role as 
manager of the Community Justice Panel earlier 
this year due to a lack of funding. 

The CJP was presented with the Queen's Award 
for Voluntary Sevice in 2010.

One-off session to help with breathing difficulties

breathing problems will have opportu¬ 
nity to access a specialised and unique 
form of help, when one of just 300 ex¬ 
perts in Buteyko Breathing Rehabilitation 
holds a one-off session in the town.

"Correcting breathing with this approach 
will reduce symptoms and safely reduce 
dependence on breathing medications".

IF you have been sent a tax return for any tax year 
up to 5 April 2012, and it has not been submitted, 
you may want to consider taking part in this cam¬ 
paign. 

In a nut-shell HMRC are offering to look kindly on 
any penalties chargeable, as a result of late filing or 
late payment of any taxes due, as long as you submit 
all outstanding returns and pay any taxes shown to 
be payable. 

To take part in this offer is fairly straight forward: 

1. Firstly, you need to advise HMRC that you want 
to take part in the campaign - we can do this for you. 

2. Secondly, you will need to complete and submit 
all the outstanding returns - again we can help. 

3. And last, but not least, you will need to pay any 
taxes due. 

There is a deadline you need to consider; you must 
complete all of the three stages set out above by 15 
October 2013. 

HMRC have offered to consider extended payment 
plans if your individual circumstances warrant this 
requirement. 

Of course it may be that you are due tax refunds 
for certain years, and this will be determined when 
your returns are completed, in which case HMRC will 
make appropriate refunds to you. However, any re¬ 
funds of tax for 2008-09 and earlier are time barred 
and cannot be repaid unless you have received an 
estimated determination of taxes due within the last 
twelve months, and this is greater than the tax found 
to be due.

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Fleet Air Arm Museum marks 60 years of Royal 
Navy search and rescue with new exhibition 


THE Fleet Air Arm Museum has launched a summer ex¬ 
hibition which will run until September 5th, as part of 
the celebration of the 60th Anniversary of Royal Navy 
Helicopter Search and Rescue. 

In 1953, the Royal Navy took delivery of its first West- 
land Dragonfly aircraft to form dedicated search and 
rescue squadrons and units around the UK. And, in the 
intervening six decades, these brave men and women 
have rescued tens of thousands of stricken or stranded 
souls. 

At the heart of this exciting summer-long display will 
be the Sea King flown by Prince Andrew in the Falklands 
Conflict - which was used to conduct a rescue mission 
during the campaign - and a Dragonfly, the small heli¬ 
copter which began this rich tapestry of life-saving and 
heritage. 

The exhibition opens on July 31 but on August 2 at 
2pm there will be the opportunity to meet serving 
members of the Royal Navy's Search and Rescue Force, 
as well as Commander Mike Norman, who received an 
Air Force Cross for his part in the rescue of the crew of 
the fishing boat Ben Asdale, which foundered at Maen- 
porth in Cornwall on New Year's Eve 1978. Between 
them they have decades'experience of saving lives at 
sea and on land and they will talk visitors through what 
airborne lifesaving is all about in a special presentation, 
answering questions afterwards. 

On August 7th and 8th at 2pm each day, visitors can 
enjoy a presentation by SgtTony Russell, awarded the 
George Medal for his bravery in rescuing two yachts¬ 
men in stormy weather and mountainous seas-Tony's 
medal, as well as two other awards he was presented 
with for the rescue, will also be on display, as will the 
yacht's pennant, gifted by the crew. 

On August 21st and 22nd at 2pm two former Royal

Navy rescuers - Lt Cdr Paul Belding and Lt Cdr David El¬ 
liott - will also make presentations before sharing their 
experiences of rescues conducted in the 70s with Royal 
Naval Air Station Lossiemouth, as well as at 771 Naval 
Air Squadron and on board aircraft carrier HMS Hermes. 
They will also be available in the morning on both days 
to chat to members of the public visiting the Search and 
Rescue Display Area from 10am until 12 noon. 

Display boards tell the story not only of the history of 


naval rescue aviation, but a little of what being part of 
Royal Navy search and rescue at its two bases in Scot¬ 
land and Cornwall is all about, as well as charting 60 
years of some of the service's most remarkable and dar¬ 
ing rescues, and the brave aviators who risked their lives 
to save others. 

Also on show, will be a number of artefacts gifted to 
the crews by grateful survivors. 

And young visitors can really get a feel for what it is to 
dress like the rescue heroes with flight overalls and hel¬ 
mets to try on. And they can experience what it may feel 
like to await rescue at sea by trying out a life raft - add 
a little imagination of towering waves and gale force 
winds and they can easily consider how much the sight 
of the rescue helicopter means to those in peril. 

771 Naval Air Squadron is based at Royal Naval Air 
Station Culdrose and providing 24-hour coverage the 
length and breadth of the Cornish peninsula, taking in 
towering cliffs and beautiful and unpredictable water¬ 
ways, as well as wind-blasted heath and some of the 
busiest beaches in the country, down to the Isles of 
Scilly and the UK's South Western Approaches out to a 
distance of 200 nautical miles at sea. 

At HMS Gannet in Ayrshire, a Sea King Mark 5 aircraft 
covers the Lake District to the south, Edinburgh and 
Dundee in the east, Northern Ireland and a multitude 
of Scottish islands in the west, up to Ben Nevis in the 
north. Like their Cornish colleagues, they too extend 
their reach 200 nautical miles out to sea from the coast 
of Northern Ireland - their area includes two of Britain's 
highest peaks and some of its trickiest mountain ter¬ 
rain, as well as the notorious Corryvreckan whirlpool.

PROFESSOR Niall Sharpies re¬ 
turns to Seavington Millennium 
Hall on August 20th, to give a final 
talk about the three year excava¬ 
tion project that he, and his col¬ 
league Marcus Brittain, from 
Cambridge University, have been 
running. 

Last year a full house at the hall 
was entertained with the story so 
far; however, in the weeks follow¬ 
ing the talk Alan Graham (Archae¬ 
ologist and Seavington resident!) 


made some fascinating discover¬ 
ies in his trench across the ram¬ 
parts of the Iron Age Hill fort. In 
fact the discoveries were so im¬ 
portant that English Heritage 
have given permission for a much 
larger trench across the rampart 
in this, the final season of excava¬ 
tions. 

The talk will be given about four 
weeks into the excavation so we 
expect some pretty interesting 
things to be revealed. Last year's 


talk was a sell out so you are 
strongly advised to buy your tick¬ 
ets early as seats will be limited.

BRIDPORT were brought down to earth 
following a good pre-season to date with 
a disappointing performance at St Mary's 
in the inaugural Bridport and Chard 
Chairman's Challenge Cup writes Stuart 
Broom.

Chard deservedly took the lead on 23 
minutes although there was an element 
of luck about it, Hebditch's 25-yard shot 
close to the angle of the penalty taking a 
deflection off Chris Clarke's back as he slid 
in to try and block, and beating Sean 
Lillington just inside the near post. 

A fit Sam Charles, still finding his form 
and strength after a long layoff, might 
have equalised five minutes later, but 
could only get his toe to a right wing 
cross and the ball flew high and wide. 

Chris Luke then volleyed over after 
Robins' 'keeper Jason Hutchings had 
punched clear. 

Jack Adams was also showing well 
down the Chard left wing, and when 
Shane Evans couldn't quite control his 
challenge, it needed a good save from 
Lillington to parry away his fierce angled 
shot. 

Bridport were being forced back by 
Chard running power and following an¬ 
other great run by Hebditch, Benjani 
stretching to meet his cross put the ball 
over the top. 

It looked like Legg might have 
equalised on 40 minutes with a 25-yard 
curling shot destined for the top right 
corner after neatly sidestepping a tackle, 
but Jason Hutchings got across well to 
push it away. 


Adams gave Chard a two goal lead they 
deserved on the stroke of half-time when 
he beat Dan Wise before firing a low shot 
that took a slight deflection past Lilling¬ 
ton.
